‘ was aPrieft of Maiditone, one John Ball, who by 
‘ his feditious Sermons, raifed the People’s Fury to the 
‘ utmot Height. He them, that all Men 
‘ being Sons of Adam, there ought to be no Diflin- 
‘ Gion, and confequently, it was their Duty to reduce 
« the World to a perfect Equality. Puriuant to this 
‘ Maxim, they refolved to difpatch all the Nobility, 


‘ and thofe that were difinguifbed by their Pofts; ſo 


‘ without further Confideration, they cut off the Heads 
‘ of all the Lords, Gentlemen, Judges, Counfellors 
© and Lawyers that fell into, their Hands. + The 
‘ Flemings, againft whom they were extremely incenfed,
